Tbe fore part of the week ending Jane 


llth was ranch warmer than usual, the 
temperature averaging several degrees 
dally above normal; the latter part was 
generally oloady and considerably 
cooler, with heavy thunder showers, 
rain and bail, in tbe western and south- 
era districts on the 8th and 9th.
